BRITISH INVASION 
The British are coming to Wash- 


ington at a rate that almost 
amounts to a second invasion. Even 
in 1814, when the Redcoats burned 
the Capitol, their force was scarcely 
more impressive. 

Actually there are 430 represent- 
atives of the British government in 
Washington today—130 members of 
the embassy staff, 300 members of 
the British purchasing commission 
and British air commission. The 
figure includes everyone—officers, 
clerks, messengers and chauffeurs. 

The British embassy end chan- 
cery now is the largest diplomatic 
establishment in Washington, but it 
ig not large enough. An annex has 
been added to care for an overflow 
of coding clerks and officials of the 
office of economic wartare. 

Meanwhile the two British com- 
missions occupy space in four other 
buildings. They started out in mod- 
est quarters in the Hibbs building, 
expanded to the entire top floor of 
the Willard hotel, added further 
space in the Adams building, and 
most recently have taken over An- 
drew Mellon's old apartment build- 
ing at 1785 Massachusetts avenue 
to accommodate the air commis- 
sion. 

These are the British in Washing- 
ton alone. In addition, the New York 
office of the purchasing commission 
numbers 1,000 persons, plus 500 in-

eral edueational and vocational 
training. The President was 
empowered to appoint a Director, 
witn the consent of the Senate, 
to direct the activities of the 
Corps in carrying out the purpose 
of the Act : 

Tnree agencies cooperate di- 
recly with the Director in organ- 
izing the Corps. The Civiman 
Conservation Corps Division ot 
Selecuon, through its represent- 
atives, selects those eligible for 
enroument. The United States 
Army and its affiliates examune, 
enroll, house, clo:he, feed _and 
provide meaical attention for the 
enroilees. . : 

The Bureau of Education of 
the United States Department of 
Interior provides an educational 
adviser and much _instrucuona! 
material for each camp and co- 
operates with local schools and 
clner organizations for providing 
educational and vocational train- 
ing in ine camps. 

When all of the above mention- 
ed agencies have completed their 
‘ritual organization duties, a vast 
supply of labor is then available 
for the accompiishment of the 
needed conservation work. The 
Corps can mghtfully be consider- 
ed a labor agency. It has no 
work projects of its own but re- 
ues on the various conservation 
agencies to provide approved 
types of work for its members to 
do. 

At this point several other 
public agencies are brought into 
the picture. The U. S. Forest 
Service, U. S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service, Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice, National Parks Service, U. 
S. Indian Service, and various 
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Designs Ready For 
New Ski Jump 


Plans have just been received 
for the construction of the junior 
jump. These plans ‘were 
drawn by the Parks Division of 
the Department of Canservation 


from specifications approved by 


the Central Ski association. 
This junior jump will be 


located on the site of the ski jump 
of the old Winter Sports Park. 
It will have a iu foot tower and 


on fast days should allow jumps 
up to 80 feet. Composed entire- 
ly of white pine timbers set on 
concrete footings it will have a 
long life if properly maintained. 


The footings and jump are so 


designed however that a steel 
structure can later be substituted. 
Considerable grading must be 
done on the old jumping slope 
before it meets official ski Jump 
specifications. 

The-National Park Service and 
the State Parks Division had ex- 
pected to construct the junior 
jump for use this winter and in 
anticipation had sawn out all 
necessary timbers and lumber. 
Since the season is now so far ad- 
vanced construction will be post- 
poned until spring and a tempor- 
ary jump with a 36 foot tower 
built for immediate use by the 
Winter Sports “Association and 
the Hartwick Pines Camp. 

The Kerry and Hanson Floor- 
ing company have been given 
the work of kiln drying and 
planing 10,000 board feet of lum- 
ber to be used cs roof boards on 
the toboggan house. The roof of 
this structure is of heavy- con- 
struction requiring 2 inch by 6 
inch matched boards laid over 
large purlins which are in turn 
carried by huge trusses. 


Special Dangers Of

missioner G. Donald Kennedy 
this week warned motorists of 
the special dangers of winter 
driving. 

Kennedy pointed out that while 
it was the constant aim of the 
highway department to maintain 
roadways as free from snow and 
ice as possible, winter driving 
conditions require a change in 
summer driving habits. 

“Increase in accidents at this 
time of year,”, Kennedy said, “is 
accounted for by the fact that 
motorists must become accustom- 
ed to winter driving habits. They 
must learn how to stop on snowy 
pavements. Some persons wait 
until they have a close call hbe- 
fore ecKking up on defrosters 
a other equipment used in 
winter driving.”

2s an aid to both teacher and 
pupil in their health programs; 
arid many school health plays 
and songs will be sent out dur- 
ing the coming year. 

This program has been carried 
on for many years by the Mich- 
igan Tuberculosis Association 
with the purpose of making bet- 
ter health habits a part of educa- 
tion.
